Freneb aiviatore, regaining com: 
‘| plete mastery of the air, dropped 
sizty-three tons of bombs on German 
troop concentrations back of the 
Marne battle front Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

The principal attacke wee 
were directed against bivouacs and 
marching troops in the concentration 
regions of Fismes and Os)chy: Je-Cba- 
teau. One squadron commander sent 
more than fifty machines against a 
column of marching Germans, five 
kilometers (three miles) long in one 
day alone. 

Everywhere French squadrons are 
successfully breaking columns of 
Germans marcbing to the front. Re- 
connoitring planes keep the French 
commanders informed every 15 min- 
utes of the precise location of the 
Boches, together with their density 
and the direction of their movements. 

Anvartillery observer near Rheims, 
= | discovering three German tanks de- 
scending on Rheims from Brimont' 
(five-fhiles north), opened fire with an 
antitank battery. The leading tank 
was struck squarely and set afire.

“Haynes 
sued Downs in the Supreme Court 
and, after evidence had been given by 
witnesses that the engine (which had 
been originally purchased by Haynes 
and White for $100) was worth $1,500

A decision was given by Justice 
MeCarihy awarding Haynes $800 
damages, end holding that there had 
been a conversion by Downs.

And he shall also be liable upon summary conviction to a fine not exceeding 
$50 or to imprisonment for a period not exceeding one month, or to both such 
fine and imprisonment; and moreover, any such person may forthwith be 
taken into military custody and may be there detained and required to per- 
form military duty in the Canadian Expeditionary Force so long as his services 
shall be required, unless or until the fact be established to the satisfaction of 
competent authority that he is not liable for military duty. 


FALSE CERTIFICATE 


The use, signing or giving of any such certificate as hereinbefore men- 
tioned shall, if the certificate he in any material respect false or misleading to the 
knowledge of the pereon using, signing, or giving the same, be an offence,

SALT BEDS IN ALBERTA 


With the prospective early comple- 
tion of the Waterways Railway to 
McMurray, Alberta, the question of 
resources to be developed becomes of 
interest. Development of salt works 
is made possible by the completion of 
the railway. Wells drilled in pros- 
pecting for oil in the neighborhood 
of McMurray demonstrate the pres- 
ence of an immense underlying bed 
of salt. Within a distance of fifty 
miles westward there is a flow of nat- 


ural gas, no dowbt coming from the 
same gas field as the strong flow from 
the wells at Pelican Rapids on the 
Athabasca. With abundance of gas 
within reasonable distance of the salt 
beds, with the railroad in operation 
to those salt beds, and with the enor- 
mous market for salt that. there is 
throughout the Prairie West and 
British Columbia, there should be no 
difficulty in enlisting capital that 
would turn these salt. deposits to 
valuable account. 

Salt is found in beds below the sur- 
face of the earth, but in America it 
is not mined as other minerals are. 
It is mined by a process of pumping 
and evaporation which involves the 
use of a large amount of: fuel, and 
where coal or wood is used the cost 
is proportionately large. Wells are 
drilled to the salt, and if there is not 
sufficient water in the well, water is 
turned in and the resulting brine is 
pumped to the surface. The water is 
then evaporated and the salt is made 
ready for market. The cost of fuel 
is the great question in producing 
salt by this process. Where natural 
gas can be used the cost of production 
of salt is reduced toa minimum, The 
Western Ontario and Michigan salt 
fields depend largely wpon a supply 
of natural gas, which of course, re- 
duces to a minimum the cost of pro- 
duction at those points.

Co-Operative 


Co-operative Wool Marketing Is No 
Longer an Experiment 


Profiting by the success of numer- 
ous farmers last season, a larger 
number are expectel to take advan- 
tage of the co-operative method of 
marketing their wool this year. In 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, the pro- 
vincial governments have arranged 
to assemble the wool, while in Al- 
berta—which has become the great- 
est wool producing province in Can- 
ada—it will be handled in the pro- 
vince by the various wool growers’ 
associations, Last February the 
sheep owners of the Dominion met 
at Toronto, Ontario, and organized 
an association, known as the Cana- 
dian Wool Growers’ Limited, which 
will act as an over head sclling and 
urchasing agency. This association, 
eing a farmers’ organization, the 
Manitoba government has decided 
to give them an opportunity of sell- 
ing the wool clip of the shecp own- 
ers in Manitoba who consign their 
wool to the department of agricul- 
ture. A large proportion of the clip 
of the other provinces will also be 
sold by the association. 

Co-operative wool marketing is no 
longer an experiment. Experience has 
established unquestionably the ad- 
vantage to the sheep grower of sell- 
ing in this way. Selling on grade 
is helpful to the grower because of 
its educative features. It has shown 
the farmers how_to handle their 
wool so that it will bring the high- 
est price, and has brought home to 
them the possibilities of sheep fais- 
ing in Western Canada.

Model Towns 
For Disabled Soldiers 


Major Mowat Will Propose A 
Scheme of Community 
Settlements 


Major H. M. Mowat of Parkdale 
(Toronto) has given notice of a res- 
olution in the commons providing 
for community settlements for dis- 
abled soldiers, with the government 
acting as financing contractor and 
designer of soldiers’ model villages, 
Major Mowat’s idea is to have well- 
Planned little towns with houses for 
the soldiers and their families, where 
they can engage in making various 
articles of handicraft such as toys, 
art objects, etc., formerly imported 
into Canada. ‘These little manufac- 
turing centres would help to supple- 
ment pensions and give congenial 
and salutary employment to the re- 
turned men, 

The management of each village 
will be, according to Major Mowat’s 
plan, in the hands of the residents, 
and individual ability and bent will 
e considered, The resolution pro- 
vides that “suc! communities shall 
be self-supperting after the initial 
outlay, and ‘consist of homes, not 
barracks er hospitals, that the occu- 
pants shall have an option to pur- 
chase; that all buildings chall be 
architecturally sanitary and beauti- 
fied and supplied with electric pow- 
er, and that homes be also available 
for widows and orphans of soldiers 
commensurate with their pensions 
and means.”

England’s Idea in Great War 


Official Historian of Battle of Som- 
me Tells New York of Brit- 
ain’s Achievements 


John Masefield, speaking at Aco- 
lian Hall in) New York, recounted 
what Great Britain had done in the 
European conflict, and spoke of that 
“idea of England for which men are 
dying along 5,000 miles of war.’ Of 
the present battle, fought ° largely 
Over ground gained in the battle of 
the Somme, of which he, as official 
historian of at battle knows every 
inch, he said: “I have no comfort for 
you . It is the fortune of war. For- 
tune is like that in war. People 
say, ‘How comes it that your men 
were not there, that your reserves 
are not called in greater numbers?’ 
All we can know now is that the 
highest command does not believe 
this to be the decisive battle of the 
war. The decisive battle may come 
this year or next.” 

He spoke of the advantages of the 
enemy in this battle—his concentra- 
tion of guns from the eastern front 
and of Russian guns, the fact that 
this “strip of France is no good for 
a defensive position,” the enemy’s 
great body of labor made up of the 


enslaved peoples of Belgium and 
northern France and Poland. “We 
have no such body of slaves,” he 


said, “and in this the enemy has the 
advantage over us, But I suppose 
that the generous thing can never 
be the wrong thing.” 

Of Russia he said: 
for a moment that I criticize the 
Russians, They are trying to get 
liberty, and it is for us who already 
have liberty to help them pay the 
price.” 

The “idea of England,” Mr. Mase- 
field said, was the ancient idea of 
St. George and the dragon, whose 
banner England took until such time 
as this symbol was popularly chang- 
ed for “the gross and bestial figure 
of John Bull, Mr. Masefield link- 
ed St. George’s Day and the birth- 
day together as typical of the “shy, 
gentle, humorous, manly _ spirit, 
which ig, the real spirit of England, 
which was for a time lost, but 
vived again with the beginning of 
this year—“at the sounding of a 
trumpet, at the cry of one little na- 
tion in distress.”

-. Prussian Speaks Out 


Warning Is Plainly Addressed to the 
Prussian Land Barons 


Batocki, Germany’s first food dic- 
tator, who was deposed last summer, 
has made a maiden speech in his 
Present capacity of governor of the 
Prussian province of which Konigs- 
berg is the capital. He defended his 
food policy and excused his failures 
on the ground of “inadequate auth- 
ority.” Discussing Germany's present 
situation, Batocki said: 

“It would be cowardice not to look 
things straight in the face. The posi- 
tion is serious. We shall come 
through, but only if every farmer 
docs more than his duty and should- 
ers the most extreme burdens rather 
than hold back in any direction. 
Victory will be vouchsafed us only 


if we suppress ruthlessly our own 
wishes and private interests, sacri- 
ficing all and sundry for the sole 
benefit of the Fatherland,” 

Batocki’s warning is plainy ad- 


dressed to the Prussian land barons 
(the real Junkers) whose greed and 
gluttony are blamed in Germany for 
the shortage of agricultural produce 
in the towns and cities.

SYNOPSIS OF IMPORTANT ACTS 


Passed at the First Session of the Fourth 
Legislature 


Prepared by John D. Hunt, B.A., Clerk of the 


Executive Council, 


The {pet Session of the Fourth Legislature 
of the Province of Alberta was opened with 
the custom ceremony on Thursday, the 
seventh day of February, 1918, by His Hever 
Lieutenant Governor Brett. 

The notable features of the opening were 

the first appearance in the House of the Hon. 
Charles Stewart as Premier and of the Hon. 
George P. Smith as Provincial Secretary, 
the attendance of two overseas representa- 
tives, and the presence of two women mem- 
bers, this ge | the first occasion in the 
history of the British Empire upon which 
— have ng ghee in a ge 
Legislature, and the e proportion of 
members clad in khaki, Str. E. Michener, 
having been called to the Senate, was suc- 
ceeded as leader of the Opposition by Mr. 
George Hoadley, member for Okotoks. Four 
soldier members were absent on duty over- 
seas. 
The Speech from the Throne referred to 
the bountiful harvest of 1917, and to the 
call for even ter efforts for production 
and conservation from national, provincial 
and individual standpoints during the coming 
season, for the necessity for the economic 
administration of all public matters during 
the war, the holding over of all but necessary 
public works in order to provide employment 
after the war, and the desire of the Province 
to enter into real co-operation with the 
Dominion Government for the solution of 
problems in connection with the returned 
soldiers. Fitting reference was made to the 
loss the province had suffered by the death 
of Lieutenant Joseph A. Stauffer, late 
member for Didsbury, who since the last 
Session of the Legislature had given up his 
life in his country’s cause. 

The legislation forecasted included the 
raising of the province's share of the Canadian 
Patriotic Fund by such a system of taxation 
as would equitably distribute the duty 
among@fhe people of the province as a whole, 
the devoting of more attention to the vital 
subject of public health, a new measure of 
and the intro- 


workmen’s compensation, t r 
duction of a measure of Public Service 
Reform. 


At the conclusion of the sitting on Friday, 
February the eighth, an adjournment was 
made until February twenty-sixth, in order 
to allow the Premier to attend a conference 
at Ottawa of the Provincial Premiers with 
the Dominion Government for the discussion 
of questions of federal and provincial im- 
portance. 

The Legislature again assembled on Tues- 
day, February the twenty-sixth, and con- 
tinued in session until Saturday, the thirteenth 
day of April, 

Out of 64 Bills considered 54 were intro- 
duced as Government Bills, -relating to 
public matters, and 10 were Private Bills. 


PUBLIC ACTS 


1.—THE MUNICIPAL DISTRICTS SEED 
GRAIN ACT. 


This Act gives municipal districts power 
to borrow money under by-law, on the 
guarantee of the province, for the purchase 
of seed grain to be supplied to resident 
owners, and tenants with the written consent 
of the owners, on patented lands, not to 
exceed $300.00 in value for each quarter 
section, taking notes therefor payable on 
demand, with interest at a rate not to 
exceed that paid by the municipal district, 
and lien on the crop, and on the land subject 
to taxes and first mortgages. 

If the demand note is not paid by the 
31st day of December it shall be the duty 
of the secretary-treasurer to enforce the 
lien, and he may make use of the remedies 

roviel by The Municipal Districts Act 
or the collection of taxes with costs by 
distress or suit at any time after that date. 
Proceedings may also be taken against the 
land after said date. The amount of seed 
grain advance outstanding against any land 
must be given upon all tax certificates issued 
by the treasurer, and penalties are provided 
for disposing of the grain covered by the 
lien with the intent to avoid payment. 


2.—THE SEED GRAIN ACT, 1918, 


This Act is similar to The Seed Grain 
Act, 1917, and provides that the Provincial 
Treasurer or the Minister of Agriculture 
may authorize any person to advance 
grain, or any chartered bank in the province 
to advance money for the purchase of seed 
grain, to owners or occupants of patented 
lands other than in municipal districts, or 
to the wives or other representatives of 
pemons being owners or occupants of patented 
ands other than in municipal districts who 
are on active military or naval service in 
the forces of His Majesty or his Allies in 
the present war, and the Provincial Treasurer 
or any chartered bank or individual advancin, 
seed grain, or money for the purchase o 

ain, is entitled to take security by 
way of any or all of the following meathode: 
Promissory note or notes, real estate mort- 
gage, chattel mortgage. 
ain or money for the purchase of 
seed grain may be advanced to an occupant 
of any land with the consent of the owner 
and upon their joint note, in which case the 
fad of the owner shall he subject to the 
ien. 

Penalties are provided for making use of 
seed grain or money advanced for the pur- 
chase of seed grain for any other purpose 
than that for which the same was obtained.

Provision is made whereby the Minister 
may build or rebuild any bridge upon any 
highway where the cost of same has been

ture, and in case of flood or other accident 
the Minister may repair any bridge, paying 
the cost thereof. 

All money due the Department from any 
municipal authority shall form a_ special 
lien against the municipal taxes. All work 
shall be let by tender, except in cases where 
from its nature it can be otherwise executed 
more expeditiously and economically. 

All mechanics, urers and other persons 
engaged in highway work shall be paid 
fair and reasonable wages. 

The Minister is given power to make rules 
and regulations for the traffic of vehicles 
on any highway in the province.

The expression “resident ratepayer” is

Upon ratification of the 
acheme by the ratepayers the board shall divide 
among the included areas the amount of capital 
expenditure and estimated maintenance expenditure, 
provided that the total amount of same 4 portioned 
to any area shall not require the levy of a higher 
rate than three mills on the dollar of the a 
value of the rateable property therein, or three cents 
upon each acre of rateable land. z 

Twenty-five ratepayers may appeal against the 
division to the Board of Public Utility Commissioners, 
whose decision shall be final. - ay 

Provision is made whereby upon rejection of the 
scheme the costs incurred may be apportioned and 
collected. The levy may be made and collected 
the same as taxes, and every taxed person shall pay 
a tax of at least ten cents. E 

The hospital board, after ratification of the scheme 
by the ratepayers, may borrow such sums as the board 
deems necessary to meet the expenditure until the 
taxes are collected, and the amount so borrowed 
shall be a charge upon the taxes due to the district; 
and the board may by resolution authorize the issue 
of debentures to secure the amount of any principal 
borrowed on account of capital e: nditure, which 
debentures, when sealed and signed, shall create a 
charge or lien inst all hospital property and hospital 
taxes in the district. - 

Provision is made for the organization of the board, 
the appointment of officers, the choosing of a name, 
the adoption of a corporate seal and for change in 
the number of members of the board or the repre- 
sentation of the included areas thereon, subject to 
the consent of the contributing councils and the 
Minister. 3 re : 

The board shall hold at least six meetings during 
the year, and shall have power to make and adopt 
rules for the transaction of business and to provide 
for the appointment of committees for the purpose 
of carrying out the work entrusted to it. 

After ratification of the scheme, members of the 
board may be paid an allowance of 20 cents per mile, 
one way, and £i'00 r day for attending meetings. 

The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make 
regulations covering the construction, equipment, 
maintenance, inspection, supervision, control anc 
management, and the auditing and investigation of 
accounts and affairs of municipal hospitals, and 
such other matter or matters as may arise out of 
the operation of the Act. 


7.—THE SMALL DEBTS ACT. 


Every justice of the peace is given jurisdiction 
in the judicial district or sub-district in which he 
resides to try any action of debt, except one to which 
the King is a party or one in which the title to land 
is involved, where the amount claimed or the balance 
claimed does not exceed $50.00; provided that no 
justice shall try any action under the Act unless 
the defendant or some one of the defendants resides 
or carries on business in the judicial district or sub- 
district in which the justice resides. ee 

No municipality, municipal district, school district 
or local improvement district shall take proceedings 
under the Act for the recovery of taxes, except those 
imposed in respect of the occupancy of or an interest 
in land which io itself exempt from taxation. 

Provision is made in the Act for the forms to be 
used, procedure for service, tender, form of defence 
and trial, judgment, execution and appeal, and a 
schedule is given of the fees to be taken by justices, 
sheriffs, witnesses and the district court clerk. 


8.—THE MUNICIPAL HAIL INSURANCE ACT. 


The Act applies to that portion of the province 
lying to the south of a line ribed as follows: 

cnesceting at a point where the North Sas- 
katchewan River crosses the Fourth Meridian; thence 
westerly along the said river to the point where it 
meets the range liue between Ranges 20 and 21, west 
of the Fourth Meridian; thence westerly along the 
north boundary of Township 56 to the range line 
between Ranges 21 and 22, west of the Fourth Meridian; 
thence northerly to the north boundary of Township 
59, thence westerly along the north boundary of 
Township 59 to the range line between Ranges 6 
and 7, west of the Fifth Meridian; thence south along 
the aaid range line to the North Saskatchewan River; 
and thence along the said river to the western boundary 
of the province. 


The exemptions in a rural school district 
are made to conferm with those of a rural 


municipality. 
The board is given power to raise the rate 
from not exceeding 12 cents per acre to not 
exceeding 16 cents per acre, and the maximum 
rate on unsubdivided farm lands in a village 
istrict is raised from 8 to 10 mills on the 
ollar; provided ‘that the said provisions 
shall not apply to a consolidated district 
nor to a district that has been declared a 
village district for assessment purposes, 
unless such district has within its boundaries 
a town. 

Where the Minister declares a consolidated 
district to be deemed a rural district the 
maximum rate of taxation is raised from 12 
to 16 cents per acre. 

Subject to the approval of the Minister, 
any school board may fix a minimum tax 
of $4.00 upon every person assessed upon 
the assessment roll, and may require that 
every male resident of the district who is 
twenty-one years of age and who has resided 
therein for one month or over and has not 
been assessed shall pay an annual tax of 
$4.00 for school purposes, collectable at an 
time after the first day of January in eac! 
year, and such tax shall be payable whether 
the n has resided in the district before 
the date of the completion of the last assess- 
ment roll or not, but on collection of such 
tax the name of such resident shall be added 
to the roll. The tax is payable three days 
after demand, and in case of neglect or 
refusal to pay, levy may be made by distress 
and sale of the goods and chattels of the 
person in default. It shall be the duty of 
any employer, upon request, to furnish the 
secretary of the district with the names of 
all persons in his employ, and such employer 
may be required to pay to the district the 
tax due by any of his eraployens within one 
month after otnee by the secretary, such 
amount to be deducted by the enployer from 
the wages of the employee. Where an 
employee has paid a tax to a school district 
he shall not be liable for a tax in another 
district during the same calendar year.

In case any prosecution is insti- 
tuted without the consent in writing of the Minister 
such proceedings shall be brought summarily before 
a judge of the district court of the district in which 
such violation was committed, sitting and acting as 
a justice of the peace, under the provisions of said 
Part XV of The Criminal Code. fe 

The Lieutenant Governor in Council is given power 
from time to time to grant Jeases to any person cover- 
ing the rights for mining coal under road allowances, 
to make arrangements for the installation and opera- 
tion of mine rescue stations and cars, to determine 
what is sufficient accommodation as provided for in 
section 87 of the Act, and to make regulations in 
regard thereto, and for the provision of emergency 
hospitals by the owner, agent or manager of any 
mine, and, to make such further and additional regu- 
lations, rules or orders as may be deemed necessary 
for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the 
Act 


11.—THE BOILERS ACT. 


The old Act and amendments have been repealed 
and an entirely new Act substituted. It consists 
of some sixty-one sections, chiefly of a technical nature 
and not capable of being condensed, so that the 
reader is referred to the Act itself for detailed in- 
formation. The chief changes are the elimination of 
the schedule of fees from the Act and the prevision 
for same being made by order in council, the ceneany 
of portable traction and semi-portable boilers an 
the giving of a number plate to the owner each year, 
good till the end of the year, the issue of such license 
not to be taken as evidence that the boiler is in con- 
dition to be safely operated, and the provisions govern- 
ing the inspection and licensing of any compressed 
air apparatus with a maximum pressure of over 75 
pounds to the square inch, 


12,—THE OFFICIAL GUARDIAN ACT. 


“Convict” is interpreted as meaning any person 
against whom judgment of death, or imprisonment 
for three years or more has been pronounced or recorded 
by the court, and who has not suffered death and has 
not undergone his full term of imprisonment sub- 
stituted in lieu of the punishment first adjudged to 
him and has not been pardoned. 

“ Missing person” is defined as a person who cannot 
be found snd) whose place of abode is unascertainable 
and has continued to be unascertainable for a period 
of two years. : 

Power is given the Official Guardian to act as 
guardian of the estate or person of an infant upon

Provision is made whereby the Official Guardian 
shall be served with notice of every application made 
to a court in respect of an infant, missing person 
or convict, or of the estate of such persons re- 
spectively, and from the time of such service he 
shall be guardian ad litem of the infant or trustee 
of the property of the missing person unless and 
until the court otherwise orders, and no such appli- 
cation shall be proceeded with until the Official Guard- 
ian is represented or has expressed his intention of 
not being represented. 

The clerk of any Surrogate Court to whom appli- 
cation is made for probate of will or letters of ad- 
ministration, or for the resealing of either of them, 
shall, where an infant, missing person or conyict 
is interested in the estate, send to the Official Guardian 
particulars of every such application and of all further 
applications affecting the infant, missing person or 
convict or their estates respectively. ! 

In all cases where an infant or missing person is 
interested in property not exceeding in value $2,500.00 
the Official Guardian may consent to a sale thereof 
on such terms as he shall deem right, and where an 
infant or missing person owns leas than one equ:

20.—AN ACT RESPECTING THE EXEMPTION 
OF SOLDIERS’ HOMES FROM

The term “soldier” is defined to mean pny pene 
having on or after the first day of August, 1914, his 
or her permanent residence in the Province of Alberta 
and who is or has been— 

(a) A member of and on actual service in the 
active military forces raised by the Govern- 
ment of Canada in the present war; 

(b) A member of and on actual service in the 
naval forces of Canada; 

(c) A member of and on actual service in the 
military or naval forces of His Majesty 
raised otherwise than by the Government 
of Canada; 

(d) A member of and on actual service in the 
military or naval forces of any of the Allies 
of His Majesty in the present war; 

(e) Any woman who haa volunteered her ser- 
vices for work overseas connected with the 
present war and whose services have been 
Ronectes by the Government of Canada or 
of Great Britain and Ireland or of their 
Allies, and who is or has been actually serv- 


ing in such capacity overseas 
The term “soldier’’ shall not include— 
(a) Any rson belonging to or enrolled in the 


militia of Canada or in the forces raised 
for the protection of Canada within the 
boundaries of Canada, unless such person 
is actually serving in His Majesty's forces 
outside of Canada; 

(b) Any person called up under The Military 
Service Act, unless such rson so called 
up has been actually enrolled, has left his 
usual occupation and is either undergoing 
a course of training in Canada as a soldier 
or is actually serving overseas 

No soldier shall become at any time liable in respect 
of home property’ to the payment of any tax which, 
when it first falls due, falls due or would but for 
this Act fall due— 

(a) After December 31st, 1917, and before the 
expiry of one year after the declaration of 
peace by Great Britain; and 

(b) From himself, while a soldier 

“Home property" is land with the buildings and 
improvements thereon which is occupied by a soldier 
or his wife or any of his ascendants or descendants 
dependent upon him for support at the time such 
re idier became a soldier within the meaning of this 
Act 

It must consist of not more than four lots according 
to a plan of subdivision if in a city, town or village, 
and such lots must be contiguous, or of not more 
than 320 acres if outside a city, town or village, and 
if composed of more than one parcel, such parcels 
must be situate within a circle of nine miles’ radius 
It must be listed on a home property register kept 
by a municipality in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act 

Where a soldier has more than 320 acres such 
soldier may, prior to the first day of May in any 
year, notify the municipality of the 320 acres chosen 
by him as an exemption. 

Every such municipality shall keep a register of 
home property, and any soldier may apply to have 
his home property listed upon such register. 

Where a soldier has become liable for taxes upon 
any land which is home property, but has not been 
listed as such, such taxes shall be remitted by the 
municipality, or in case of provincial taxes by order 
in council, An application for registration of home 
property may be made by a soldier's wife, his agent 
or solicitor or any of his ascendants or descendants 
dependent upon him. 

Any person who has been a soldier shall for one 
year from the date of his discharge or for one year 
after the declaration of peace by Great Britain, which- 
ever first happens, continue to be exempt from the 
taxation from which he would have been exempt 
if he had continued to be a soldier, 

If any person being a soldier has died since the 
beginning of the war and before the coming into force 
of this Act, and if any soldier dies while entitled to 
exemption, his legal representatives and his estate 
shall, in favour of his widow or any of his ascendants 
or descendants then dependent upon him for support, 
have the same exemption until the expiry of one year 
after the declaration of peace by Great Britain as 
such soldier would have had 

In case of any dispute as to exempted land, or as 
to whether a person is or was a soldier, or as to whether 
a person has been discharged, or as to whether any 
Person is or was dependent upon a soldier for support, 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs shall decide thereon, 
and his decision in writing shall be conclusive proof 
of the points decided. 

Any municipality may by resolution in each par- 
ticular case or by by-law or resolution covering all 
cases generally, remit in whole or in part any or every 
tax imposed or arrears thereof in respect of any pro- 
perty of a soldier 


21.—THE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION

printing, lithographing and engraving, telephone and 
telegraph systems, laundries run by mechanical power, 
excavation, well drilling, operation of gas and oil 
wells, quarrying, lumber yards, ice, or any occupation 
incidental thereto or connected with the industries 
enumerated in this schedule, also including moving 
pictures and theatres, but not including any players 
connected with the cast of any performance or

The Act does not apply to employment by railway 
companies, except such employment as is included 
in schedules A and B 

The administration of the Act is placed in a board 
of not more than three members, which board is 
given exclusive juviadiction to hear and finally decide 
all matters and questions arising under the Act, and 
no action shall lie for the recovery of compensation,

preset that the injury is permanent and results 
n total disability, and another list is given of cases 
of partial disability and the fixed sum to be given 
as total compensation for each. 

Provision is made in the Act for compensation 
for temporary total and temporary. partial disability 
and for providing for a plan for giving medical aid. 

Where a workman suffers from an industrial disease, 
and is thereby disabled, or where the workman's death 
is ca by such industrial disease, and the disease 
is due to the nature of the employment in which the 
workman was employed, the workman or his de- 
pendants shall be entitled to compensation as if the 
disease were a personal injury by accident, subject 
to the following modifications: 

(1) The disablement shall be treated as the hap- 
pening of an accident; and 

(2) If the workman has at the time of entering the 
employment wilfully and falsely represented himself in 
writing as not having praviaualy” Bimests from the 
disease, compensation shall not payable. 

The foregoing shall not affect the right of a work- 
man to compensation in respect of a disease to which 
it does not apply, if the disease is the result of an 
injury in respect of which he is entitled to compen- 
sation. 

Every workman before entering into any employ- 
ment shall satisfy himself that his employer has paid 
his assessment and that the same is paid thereafter 
when due, and every employer shall post on the 
premises a certificate or duplicate of his last assess- 
ment receipt, issued by the board, 

Every employer having knowledge of the happening 
of an accident to a workman in his employment b 
which the workman is disabled from earning full 
wages, shall notify the board within twenty-four hours 
giving particulars, and every physician or surgeon 
who attends an injured workman shall forward to 
the board a report within seven days after the date 
of his first attendance on such workman 

Any person who violates any of the provisions 
of the Act or any regulations made thereunder shall 
be liable on summary conviction to a penalty not 
exceeding $500.00, and in default of payment to 
imprisonment for a period not exceeding three months.

The term “soldiers” is substituted for “volunteers 
and reservists’’ where they occur in the said Act, 
and the definition of “soldier"’ is the same as that 
iven in An Act respecting the Exemption of Soldiers’ 
fiomes from Taxation, heretofore given. 

In the event of the death of a soldier prior to his 
or her discharge or the termination of the war, the 
estate of such soldier shall be entitled to the same 
protection regarding freedom from actions as is pro- 
vided by this Act and to the same extent as if such 
soldier if living and discharged would have been 
entitled to and for the period of two years from the 
death of such soldier; provided that the estate of 
such soldier shall not be distributed to the parties 
entitled thereto prior to the payment of the liabilities 
of the estate. 

As the Act formerly stood no person could bring 
any action against any soldier or against his wife 
or any dependant member of his family for the enforce- 
ment of the payment of any debt, liability or obli- 
gation “incurred before the passing of this Act.” 
The words “incurred before the passing of this Act” 
have been struck out and the following substituted 
therefor: ‘before the date upon which such person 
became a soldier within the meaning of this Act.” 
As the Act stood such action could not be brought 
until one year after the termination of the war or 
after the discharge of the soldier, whichever happened 
first. The words “one year" and the words “after 
the termination of the said state of war’’ have been 
struck out of the section and the following substi- 
tuted therefor: ‘two years" and “after the declara- 
tion of peace by Great Britain.” A similar change 
is made in the section giving any rights or remedies 
or relief over against the party for whose benetit 
the Relief Act was _p:

The Minister of Municipal Affairs may make 
tegulations and provide forms for the carrying out 
of the provisions of the Act. 


27.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE TIMBER 
AREAS ACT. 


The original Act required every person who owns, 
controls, occupies, leases, holds under license, or carries 
on operations upon any timber area or timber berth 
to give the Minister of Municipal Affairs, within 
thirty days after demand therefor, such information 
with regard to such timber area as the Minister may 
require, and in case of default such person was liable 
to a penalty of $20.00 per day for each day of default 
and also to pay double the amount of the tax levied 
under the Act. 

The amendment provides that if an: rson fails 
to give the information required he shall be liable 
to a penalty not exceedi $50.00 and costs, and 
in default of payment to imprisonment for a term 
not ear six months, and the Minister may 
obtain the said information from the proper depart- 
ment of the Government of Canada or otherwise 
and fix and determine the amount of taxes payable 
according to the information so obtained. 


28.—AN_ACT FOR RAISING MONEY ON THE 
CREDIT OF THE GENERAL REVENUE 
OF ALBERTA. 


The Lieutenant Governor in Council is authorized 
to raise by way of loan a sum not ex ling one million 
dollars for any or all of the purposes following: 

For the public service; 

For the covering of any debt of the province on 
open account;

34.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE TRUST COM- 
PANIES ORDINANCE. 


The expression “trust company"

Outside companies are required to appoint a resi- 
dent in the province upon whom any process against 
the corporation may be served. The Superintendent 
of Insurance formerly acted for all companies, 

The liability of a company on contracts of hail 
insurance is set out in detail and hail insurance con- 
ditions enacted similar to those adopted in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, to be deemed part of each con- 
tract of hail insurance in force in Alberta. 

Provisions applicable to companies hereafter incor- 
porated by the Legislature are set out in full, and a 
short form of Model Bill for the incorporation of 
an insurance company is adopted. 


36.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE FACTORY 


The provisions of the Act shall not apply to any 
shop in which the main business crete’ on is that 
of a chemist and druggist. 

No woman, except ts special permission of an in- 
spector in writing, shall be employed in any factory, 
shop, office or office building between the hours of 
eleven o'clock in the evening and seven o'clock on 
the following day. 

The inspector is authorized to permit employment 
for a longer period than eight hours for reasons of 
trade, accident, or war production necessities.

direction is required. 


38.—AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR TEE MINDING 
UP OF THE ALBERTA FARMERS’ CO- 
OPERATIVE ELEVATOR COMPANY. 


The transfer of all the undertaking of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Co-operative Company, Limited, together 
with all its property and rights to United Grain 
Growers, Limited, is hereby ratitied and confirmed. 

And it is hereby further declared that upon bei. 
satisfied by the said United Grain Growers, Limited, 
by agreement or otherwise that it has or will under- 
take, pay, satisfy and discharge all the debts, liabilities 
and obligations of the said Alberta Farmers’ Co- 
operative Elevator Company, Limited, as provided 
under agreement, and has or will issue share certi- 
ficates of its capital stock to the shareholders of the

or keeps liquor heretofore acquired or which may 
hereaster) be acquired for any of the afo pur- 
poses, shall forthwith after the passing of this Act, 
or upon acquiring or obtaining any liquor for the 
purposes aforesaid report to the Attorney General 
and give and furnish him with the particular location 
and site of the place of business used by such person, 
with a detailed statement of all kinds and brands of 
liquor and the amount and avery of each kind 
and brand, ther with such other particulars as 
the Attorney General may require.

This Aot provides for the division of y Public 
Service into classes and for the ing of thé classes 
and fixing of a scale of salaries of employees in certain 
classes in schedule form, with provision for fixed 
increases to a maximum amount, by an Efficiency 
Officer appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council and who shall perform other duties enumer- 
ated in the Act in the interests of efficiency and 
economy in the service. 3 

No person shall be appointed to a position in certain 
specified classes of the service until the Efficiency 
Officer has certified in writing that such person is 
duly qualified.

Every company or corporation which carries on 
business either partly or wholly in a city or town 
of a population exceeding 1,500, other than a muni- 
cipal corporation, the main object of which is the 
generation, distribution or supply of motive power 
or energy of any description shall pay a tax of 
$1,000.00. 


44.—AN ACT FOR THE RELIEF OF MORT- 
GAGORS AND PURCHASERS. 


No person shall take proceedings of any kind on 
any aibeteniee or agreement of sale made or entered 
into prior to the 4th day of August, 1914, or on any 
renewal thereof, relating to land situate within the 
limits of a city or incorporated town during the con- 
tinuance in force of this Act. }

— ACT TO AMEND THE LIVE STOCK 
o-a8 ENCOURAGEMENT ACT. 


The amendments shall be read as if originally 
passed as now amended. . 

The duty of making due inquiry as to the ability 
of the members of an association to care for live 
stock and as to the probability of their making prompt 
payment of the loan is transferred from the lender 
to the commissioner, and he shall fix the amount of 
the loan and the proportion each pure is to receive. 
He also obtains the note of the members of the asso- 
ciation and collects the fee from each purchaser to 
cover the necessary expense connected with the 
loan and sends these to the Treasurer, who may 
then endorse the guarantee upon the note, and upon 
receipt of said note a lender, if he agrees to make 
the advance, shall deposit the money in some chartered 
bank in accordance with the provisions of the Act.

German Navy Lange Wante It. for 
Future Base Against 
England 


While Count von Hertling con- 
tinues to repeat that Germany has no 
idea of extending her territories in 
the west by means of forcible an- 
nexations, the German navy tenets, 
in a circular recently received 
London, insists upon the iapordies 
of the coast of Flanders as the base 
for German operations against Eng- 
land in the next war. The circular 
says: 

“It is along the coast. of Flanders 
that the road passes to London, the 
heart of England, and the only Eng- 
lish port on the cast coast which has 
hitherto hardly lost any of its im- 
portance because it cannot be put out 
of competition owing to its splendid 
docks and the density of the popula- 
tion. But the whole sea _ traffic 
through the channel to the Thames 
is exposed to flank attack by our 
submarines on the coast of Flanders, 
It would not be impossible to send 
submarines from the German coast 
to the channel, although they would 
have to overcome considerable diffi- 
culties. But it would be pretty hope- 
less to make a raid with destroyers, 
if our destroyers had to cover the 
whole course from the mouth of the 
Ems along the Dutch coast; they 
would be deprived of the possibility 
of effecting a surprise, and the pros- 
pect of success would be greatly di- 
minished.”
